Cor 
porations are making more money 
than they ever did und, after pay 
ing taxes at the new high rates 
their profits are running at a high 
er rate than any year except the 
record-breaking 1950." 


He sharply defended the federal 


budget against those who would cut 
it by S6.000,000,000 and declared the 
bulk of federal spending is for de- 
fense. 


"We don't want to lose a horse 


through being too stingy to buy a

with.' 


He said ho was "proud" of the 


budgets he has submitted, but 'I 
would not want anyone to give up 
his time honored right to complain 
about taxes." 


'If people couldn't blow off steam 


that way sometimes, they might 
explode," Mr. Truman said. "Half 
of the fun of being a citizen in this 
country comes 
from complaining 


about the way we run our gov

Brannan Says

a meeting of agricultural editors

Brannan said there is growing 


evidence city consumers feel farm- 
ers are interested only in policies 
which 
benefit the 
farmer 
and 


ignore the welfare of 
the 
city 


dweller. 


He added that city folks believe 


armors are "gouging" them on 
.he price of farm products. 


The nation's 
agricultural chief 


told the farm writers: 


"The number of farmers is de- 


creasing in proportion to the rest 
jf the population. The farm popula- 
tion was proportionately 
greater 


when much of the agricultural pro- 
gram 
(price supports and 
farm 


aids was passed. American agri- 
culture can't just stand up 
and 


say 'this we want, and this 
we 


take. . .'." 


The secretary's speech appeared 


to be another chapterin a long, 
and sometimes bitter feud between 
him and Allan B. Kline, president 
of the American Farm-Bureau-fed 
eration. Kline opposes farm 
sub- 


sidies and price controls. 


Agriculture may someday 
find 


itself unable to mustct 
political 


support. Brannan said, if "some of 
the spokesmen of agriculture carry 
on (as they are." He cited a let- 
ter he said came from a rcprc 
sentative of three big labor or- 
ganizations, quoting farm organiza- 
tion leaders as opposed to federal
